LiBSO.T, April 2!.— Forty-two ot tbe 
srawand all of tha 1 lu gangers of tbe Dan- 
mork not taken to America by the MIs- 
aoorl, have arrived berei Mr. Kaben, the 
first officer, who la among them, reporte 
that on April 4 tba Dnnmark's abaft was 
broken. On tha next day the disabled 
steamer met tbe aleemibip Miaaonri, from 
London, March •i-', for Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. Tbe Misaourl towed the 
Oaamaric aatt* tba fltb, wbaa tba Iat> 
tar aaemad to b« about to sink. At flrat 
tbe Uisiouri was only able to take 
aboard twenty ot the Denmark's paaaen- 
ger*, but after having Jettlaonad a p .r.lon 
of bar cargo found accommu lation fur the 
srmw and passenger* of the Denmark. The 
Miesouri then prooaadad ta tie Aaoneaaa 
lett there tbe flrat and aaeoBd ofllaars and 
crew and 3*J paaieng«rs. Hbe then con- 
tinued on her journey to Philadelphia with 
S40 passenger* and tha remainder of tbe 
era w. Tha eaptaia and tbraa angiaaara of 
tha Oanmarfc left the Axorei on tba Mth 
for Ixindon. Tbe Denmark wo* eight bnn- 
dred miles from Mewfoondland whan 
tha accident hnppnneil. Kr.ni • «ay that 
theeng.nej Lrok-i dow n. i:iii{.ne..r Kani 
waa found dead in Ihe engine-room after 
thaaooUaot Xhaeaptain and three en- 
glbaara proeeidad to London 011 board a 
steamer fr'jm Demorara. Tha death ot 
tha Danmark'a anginaer wo* due to the 
bursting of an engine pipe. Toe engineer 
waa killed on tbe spot, and the Hhigi waa 
badly damaged. In conaeqaence ot this 
damage together with tba breaking of th* 
•baft, tha Tcaaal waa batple** in tba baary 
aaaa that preralled.
